Invitations to speak have been accepted by Dr. James Cheek, President 
of Howard University and a member of the President's Commission on Campus 
Unrest; Professor Joseph LaPalombara of Yale University, an expert on 
political aspects of violent student protest in Western Europe; Jerry L. 
Inman, Special Assistant for Youth in the Department of State; and Stanley 
Thomas, Deputy Assistant Secretary for Youth and Student Affairs, Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, who will chair an HEW panel. 

Two Agency panels being organized will explore the significance of the 
domestic youth scene for the Agency and the implications of the international 
scene for intelligence analysis and operations. 

The seminar will probably run from 0930-1200 and 1330-1630 on the two 
days. The 0TR announcement and poster are being drafted. Admission will 
be by ticket, obtainable upon request to component Training Offices.
